While the Star-Chamber, and High Commijjion-Courts 
fubfifted, no Man could fay Ais Perfon, or bis Eftate 
was his own ; he could hardly fay 4s Soul was his own: 
for, one Minifter, with a few flavifo Privy-Counjellors 
about him, met in the Council-Chamber, (as Lord Cla- 
rendon himfelf acknowledges) and gave out Proclama- 
tions, as Law; and then met in thofe Courts, and exe- 
cuted the Laws of their own making. .Thus were all the 
Laws of England fuperfeded; and, in Fatt, abrogated ; 
and allthis by Virtue of Prerogative! which not only 
devour’d many of the People, but was once very near 
deftroying all their Reprefentatives at one Stroke: King 
James the Firit, (had his Courage been equal to his
